Claim 1 is presented for examination. 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 



2. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 

obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set forth in 
section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are 
such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person 
having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the 
manner in which the invention was made. 

3. Claim 1 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Shuman et al. [ US 
Patent No 6,161,071 ], in view of Kolls [ US Patent No 6,389,337 ]. 

4. As per claim 1, Shuman discloses the invention substantially as claimed including a client 
automobile computing system that communicates over a wireless communication channel with 
a server, said client automobile computing system comprising: 

a main unit [ Figure 2 ] that includes (iii) a display unit [ 224(19), Figure 6; and col 14, 
lines 47-56 ] and (iv) an input unit [ 250, Figure 2; and Abstract ]; 

a communications manager component [ 260, Figure 3 ] that includes 

(i) a network services unit that receives data from the server and transmits data to the 
server [ Figures 1, 8; and col 4, lines 47-col 5, lines 47 ]; 

(ii) an application download unit [col 1, lines 43-46 ]; 
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(iii) a firewall positioned between said network services unit and said application 
download unit [219, Figure 3; and col 32, lines 28-43 ]; and 

a plurality of electronic devices including a navigation unit and an audio unit that receive 
data from and send data to said firewall [ Figures 8 and 14; and col 20, lines 52-col 21, lines 9 ], 

wherein said firewall permits data flow between: (i) said local services unit and said 
navigation unit and said audio unit, (ii) said application download unit and said navigation unit 
and said audio unit (iii) said application download unit and said network services unit, and (iv) 
said network services unit and said navigation unit and said audio unit [ 214, 219, Figures 2 and 
3; and col 31, lines 42-col 32, lines 58 ]. 

Shuman does not specifically disclose 

(i) a browser client component, (ii) a plurality of functional units including a local 
services unit that each service said browser client. 
Kolls discloses 

(i) a browser client component [ col 24, lines 35-col 25, lines 10 ], (ii) a plurality of 
functional units including a local services unit that each service said browser client [ Figures 3 
and 4 ]. 

It would have been obvious to a person skill in the art at the time the invention was made 
to combine the teaching of Shuman and Kolls because Kolls' teaching of browser would 
provide an interface to control functions of all services in a more efficient manner.
